Rochester,.N. Y., Dec. 22.—The Uni- 
versity of Rochester ‘will send Dr. 
Herman L. Fairchild on the’ expedi- 
tion that will sail in January to seek 
the home of the White Indians in the 
unexplored lands of Panama, it was 
announced today.
